Regulation 108 :- - Unless otherwise specifically pro 

vided for in any individual case , every employee 
of the Corporation , other than an employee who 
is entitled to Pension - cum -Gratuity under regu 
lation 108 - A and Government servants on depu 
tation to the Corporation , shall subscribe to the 
Contributory Provident Fund of the Corpora 
tion in accordance with the rules set out in 
Appendix II . 


Regulation 108A - ( 1 ) : - Subject to the provisions of
